“ If y ou persist in y our attitude 
w’e must consider the necessity of 
revising our 
own 
requirements, 
which are virtually settled in agree­ 
ment with America.” 
In 
particular, 
Great 
Britain 
is 
disturbed by France’s claim to the 
right to build up to 70,000 tons of 
cruisers so as to compete with the 
new 
German 
super-cruiser 
ty pe. 
British observers declare that this 
would 
entirely 
alter 
England’s 
agreement to reduce the number of 
her cruisers to fifty from seventy , 
and might also preclude reducing 
the number of her battleships to 
fifteen in agreement with the Unit­ 
ed States. 
With all this stir in the London 
conference. 
Premier 
Tardieu 
of 
France, who exploded this French 
tonnage mine, is ill in Paris and 
there is little hope of tackling the 
problem serously until he returns 
to England. 
To sum the thing up, unofficial 
British observers claimed to feel 
that Anglo-American parity propos­ 
als and attendant reductions were 
in jeopardy .

No Decision Reached 


RANKS OF THE DRYS 
SHARPLY DIVIDED 


Proposal Made by Senator 
Norris Meets With 
Speedy Opposition

move for a senate Investigation of 
prohibition 
enforcement 
split the 
ranks of the dry s today and de­ 
veloped a sharp division of opin­ 
ion forecasting a bitter contest in 
the senate. 
Senator Norris, republican, of Ne­ 
braska, a dry and the chairman of 
the judiciary Committee, proposed 
the dry inquiry before his commit­ 
tee today in a resolution covering 
a w’ide range. 
Simultaneously at the other side 
of the Capitol, Representative Chris- 
topherson, 
rejlublican. 
South Da­ 
kota, predicted that his bill to give 
United 
States 
commissioners 
the 
power 
to try 
minor 
prohibition 
cases 
would 
be 
approved 
by 
a 
house judiciary sub-committee. The 
measures have the approval of the 
Hoover law enforcement commis­ 
sion, but the subcommittee after 
recent hearings 
recessed 
w’ithout 
taking action. 
At the senate, the brief commit­ 
tee session failed to get a vote 
but show’ed the dry s divided and 
party lines washed out. 
Senator 
Robinson of Indiana, a republican 
dry , assailed the resolution on the 
ground that it would ‘*paraly ze pro­ 
hibition 
enforcement 
for 
tw’o 
y ears.” 
He estimated the Inquiry 
w’ould take two y ears. 
Senator Walsh of Montana, the 
acting democratic leader, Indicated 
his support for the Norris resolu­ 
tion but oth^r democratic dry s w’ere 
leaning 
tow’ard 
opposition to it. 
Senator Dill, democrat, Washington, 
said he w’as inclined to oppose the 
measure. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—A com­ 
prehensive investigation 
prohibi­ 
tion enforcement and of the dry en­ 
forcement personnel was proposed 
before the senate judiciary commit­ 
tee today by Chairman Norris but 
no decision w’as reached. 
Norris placed before the commit­ 
tee a resolution outlining six phas­ 
es to be covered. 
He offered it as 
a substitute for a resolution pend­ 
ing by Senator Wheeler, democrat, 
Montana, asking an inquiry of pro­ 
hibition enforcement. 
The brief committee session de- 
vefoped a w’ide divergence of views. 
Norris himself is a dry . 
The 
Norris 
resolution, 
among 
other things, would have the judi­ 
ciary committee “ ascertain to w’hat 
extent, if any , the real intent” of 
the dry law’ has been “ perverted or 
nullified by the incompetency of 
the prejudice of any of the execu­ 
tive 
officials 
of the 
government 
havernment having to do w’ith the 
enforcement of said laws or the 
appointment 
of 
subordinate offi­ 
cials.

and 4500 B. C. 
The white man 
does not appear in history until 
about 2500 y ears ago, and then it 
was a Mediterranean group. The 
white man of North Europe appear­ 
ed In history about 1500 y ears ago, 
and has been on the center of the 
stage fcxr the past 500 y ears. He, 
this white man of North Europe, 
first adopted the strong arm meth­ 
ods of his ancestors and proceeded 
by sheer power, to conquer the 
world, 
until 
today , 
four-fifths 
of 
the earth’s landed area Is under 
his control. 
Through science he has mastered 
the forces of nature and changed 
the oceans from bodies of water 
separating the continents to canals 
connecting 
the 
continents, 
and 
turned the air, 'which was his en­ 
emy , into his friend, through the 
radio and the airship. 
About fif­ 
teen y ears ago he entered into the 
World 
War, 
over 
the 
question, 
which branch should dominate the 
non-Christian 
world 
and 
Its 
re­ 
sources. 
The result of the war 
was that the colored races were 
awakened, and are now telling the 
white man that they no longer con­ 
sider him a demigod, but just a hu­ 
man being like themselves. They 
are asking him why he does not 
practice the gospel he preaches; 
why , having 
a 
religion 
which 
teaches peace, he proceeded to kill 
ten millions of his own kind; why , 
having a golden rule he insists on 
sending gunboats up the Yangtse 
river, 'when he does not permit gun 
boats of other nations on the Mis­ 
sissippi; 
why 
he 
insists on 
the 
right 
of going into every 
other 
man’s land, but denies the right 
for the other man to come into his 
land. 
“ These are tremendous questions 
which the colored race Is asking of 
the 
white 
man. 
He 
outnumbers 
the whites two to one. 
He is unit­ 
ing in a common 
cause. 
Safety 
first would demand that we move 
more carefully , but the spirit of 
fair play , which is native to the 
white man and which is a part of 
his religion, means that in the to­ 
morrow, 
instead 
of 
antagonizing 
the colored races of the world, we 
must join hands with them in the 
building of a 
world 
civilization, 
which all peoples may enjoy .

We hav e an inquiry wanting to 
kno w the re^o n why o ne o r two 
ro ses in a v ase will dro o p and the 
o thers will remain fresh. This Is 
due to the ro ses no t getting water. 
It simply means the cell tissues are 
sealed and the water canno t enter. 
If yo u will take these ro ses and 
clip the stems under water, and 
place them in a deep v ase in co o l 
water yo u will 
see 
the 
rpses 
freshen up. 
This is true with all 
cut flo wers, the same as ro ses. 
When yo u receiv e cut flo wers, the 
ends o f the stems sho uld be cut im­ 
mediately befo re they are placed in 
water. 
This is best do ne under 
water, as this keeps the air fro m 
entering the cells, and thus pre­ 
v enting the water fro m entering. If 
the stems are cut and the water 
changed daily, yo u will find yo ur 
cut flo wers keeping much lo nger.

Alaskan Indian 
Gav e Message On 
Mission Work

time, if need be. A w'eek later he 
was on his way , crossing the At­ 
lantic and proceeding around Cape 
Horn, thence up the Pacific Coast 
to Seattle and later into Alaska. 
Duncan arrived at a trading post, 
which was operated by a Hudson 
Bay Company , which also had es­ 
tablished a fort, known as Fort 
Simpson, In the southeastern part 
of Alaska. He was denied permis­ 
sion at first to proceed to Ft. Simp­ 
son because he was told, it meant 
certain death to him at the hands 
ot the Indian savages. The mis­ 
sionary replied that he had been 
told to go to Ft. Simpson and that 
was where he intended to go. He 
spent eight months learning the 
Indian language. There were three 
distinct tribes and all spoke a dif- 
lerent language. Accomplishing this 
Duncan proceeded on to Fort Simp­ 
son. He was q uartered at the fort. 
For several months he spent his 
time getting acq uainted with the 
Indian chiefs and the surroundings. 
Each tribe had eight or nine chiefs 
and they controlled a certain num­ 
ber of the Indian population, so it 
was essential that he make friends 
with all, tell them of his mission 
so they could 
relay it to their 
tribesmen. 
Duncan asked permission one day 
to climb to the top of the fort 
which 
Rev. 
Mather 
stated, 
was 
built of tree trunks and was about 
30 feet high. It was granted him. 
While standing and looking around 
he saw two Indians coming up a 
trail, one was ahead of the other. 
Just as they approached the fort 
and were in plain view of Duncan 
who continued to watch them, the 
Indian behind drew a gun and shot 
the other, mortally wounding him. 
It happened that the Indian who 
did the shooting was a chief of 
one tribe and the one shot w*as 
a member of another tribe. The In­ 
dian writhing in pain from the 
wound, lay on the ground in the 
throes of death. Soon two other In­ 
dians appeared and finished the job, 
shooting the wounded man until he 
was dead. The ex ecutioners had 
been sent by their chief. 
Duncan 
concluded 
the 
trading 
post officer was right after witness­ 
ing the murder but he did not fal­ 
ter, he carried on, worked and plan­ 
ned and ultimately won the friend­ 
ship of the chiefs. He soon got un­ 
der w^ay with his plans by persuad­ 
ing the chiefs to call their tr'be» 
men in for service. He told them 
of God, and pointed out to them the 
advantages of 
serving 
God 
and 
taught them the meaning of peace 
and mercy . His sermon was writ­ 
ten in the language of the Indian, 
and he delivered the same message 
in each of the nine tribal districts 
The start was a success. The In­ 
dians were impressed and inspired. 
Sunday was established. It was the 
beginning of bringing the savages 
of Alaska to civilization, to God and 
Christianity . 
Rev. Mather told of the condi­ 
tions that confront the people or 
his country . He said: “We have 165

rainfall 
every 
y ear 
That when it w^asn’t raining it was 
snowing and when doing neither it 
was freezing.” He pointed, as a 
comparison, to the fact that San 
Francisco has but eight inches of 
rainfall annually . 
Pay ing tribute to Bishop Rowre of 
the Alaskan diocese he told of the 
love “we have for our Bishop.” He 
reviewed his service of 35 y ears to 
the Indians of his country ; of how 
he w'ould travel with dog teams 
over the vast stretches to visit the 
various parishes and missions; of 
making trips up and down the river 
in a canoe with the bishop handling 
the oars; of the hardships he en­ 
dured; his kindness and care to his 
dogs which he would prepare food 
for, at the same time he was get­ 
ting something to eat for himself 
and a guide who happened to be 
with him. Bishop Rowe is 73 y ears 
old. Rev. Mather stated he appears 
to be of the age of 60. He has serv­ 
ed the Alaska diocese for 35 y ears. 
He said the Bishop is accustomed 
to hard work. He say s he likes it. 
He has large piles of wood at his 
home which he saws himself, pre­ 
paring it in proper lengths for the 
furnace. 
Rev. Mather told of the church of 
which he is rector. He stated that 
there were now nearly a hundred 
communicants; 
that 
the 
Sunday 
school had an attendance of one 
hundred and ten; that the choir 
members numbered thirty -two regu­ 
larly and that after the hunting 
season was over the choir would in­ 
crease to fifty . He said the Indians 
liked to sing. They love music and 
indulge in it in many way s. “We 
have a forty piece band,” declared 
Rev. Mather. Mr. Duncan, the mis­ 
sionary , Is responsible for it. W'hen 
he w'as working among the Indians 
he found out they liked music. He 
ordered a number of band instru­ 
ments from the states and handing 
them out to the curious Indians told 
them to go out in the woods and 
blow’ them to see what they did. 
This was the beginning of our In­ 
dian 
band. Researsals were held 
regularly and now the band play s 
almost every thing including Sousa’s 
marches. 
Rev. Mather, when a y oung man, 
was employ ed in a saw* mill. His 
ability was recognized by Bishop 
Rowe, who took a special interest 
in him, and under w’hose training 
and guidance he has become the 
successful missionary he is.

cinity of Penrose Park here at 4:30 
a. m. 
A peculiar atmospheric con­ 
dition W’as reported by many per­ 
sons within a 50-miIe radius of 
Poplar Bluff about 4 a. m., and it 
W’as generally supposed the condi­ 
tion was caused by a falling met­ 
eor. 
Rumors were circulated at \*an- 
dalia that an airplane had fallen in 
flames about 5 a. m. 
Searching 
parties failed to find any trace of 
a plane and it was the belief of 
some that a falling meteor had led 
to the report. 
No verification could be found for 
a rumor that a plane had crashed 
in flames near Mex ico. Likewise 
searching parties w’ere unable to 
substantiate a report that an air­ 
plane had fallan in flames three 
miles northeast of Burlingame. 
G. O. James, professor of astron­ 
omy at Washington University , St.

LOUIS, Feb. 17.—The ex ist­ 
ence of a universal draft, or mo­ 
bilization, plan for immediate use 
iu the event war ever comes to 
America, would tend to retard the 
declaration of war either against us, 
or by us, O. L. Bodenhamer, na­ 
tional commander of the American 
Legion, asserted in an address here 
at a Chamber of Commerce lunch­ 
eon meeting of the Legion and civic 
clubs today . 
Tonight Commander Bodenhamer 
will address a gathering of Central 
Missouri Legionnaires at Columbia. 
For Dis trlbtution of Burde n. 
In an address Sunday at the Scot­ 
tish Rite Cathedral in St. Louis 
National 
Commander 
Bodenhamer 
urged a law be WTitten drafting ev­ 
ery man, 
every 
industry , 
every 
natural resource and every manu­ 
facturing enterprise into the serv­ 
ice of a common cause, in case of 
another w^ar, thus taking all profit 
out of war, an nearly as it can be 
taken out of international conflict. 
“The American Legion is in fa­ 
vor of the principle underly ing the 
so-called universal draft of service 
in time of w^ar,” said in his ad­ 
dress. “We are not offering a plan 
by which this principle would be­ 
come operative. 
We are asking, 
how’ever, for a commission formed 
from the two houses of congress, 
with members of labor, industry , 
agriculture and other runs of life, 
w’hich would propose, after a study 
of the principle, a plan. 
“The legion would oppose any 
plan that would place an unfair bur­ 
den on any one element of Ameri­ 
can life during the time 
of war. 
We would favor any plan which 
would approach an eq ual distribu­ 
tion of the burdens 
of war and re­ 
q uire eq ual service, as between all 
men and all property , during the 
time of conflict. 
“There is now before congress 
certain 
bills 
proposing 
definite 
plans for the operation of this uni­ 
versal draft principle. 
These plans 
may or may not be constitutional. 
They may or may not be the fairest 
and most eq uitable plans possible. 
In view of these facts the legion 
believes that the surest and wisest 
course to be followed in determin­ 
ing the proper plan is the commis­ 
sion study idea, provided for by 
the Reed-Wainwright resolution in 
congress.” 
“We believe in the justice and 
the eq uity for the principle. 
We 
want this commission to give us a 
plan by which this principle can 
be put into effect. 
If a constitu­ 
tional amendment is req uired in 
order to put this principle into ef­ 
fect, then the legion will favor 
such a constitutional amendment. 
Let the commission recommend a 
plan and the method of legislative 
procedure necessary to make this 
plan effective and the legion will 
back it wholeheartedly . 
„As to our stand on the naval 
conference now being held in Lon­ 
don, we believe the only way eq ual 
naval strength can be reached is 
by reduction in naval pow’er, not 
construction. 
But if the United 
States is forced to, we can con­ 
struct a navy eq ual to that of any 
other country and maintain our­ 
selves in such a position. 
“We hope, however, this will not 
be necessary and an agreement will 
be reached at the conference,” Ma­ 
jor Bodenhamer said in conclusion.
